CANADIAN ANNEXATION. 

The projec: of Cavadiau annexation 
in the setti-«ment of the Alabama claim». 
with the joint consent of England and 
the Cr lonists, begins to attrect attention 
in governmental and diplomatic circles, 
and is by some regarded aa iikely to be- 
come prominent fea’ure of Gen Grant’- 
admicistration, The views expressed or 
this subject by e# part cf the American 
press are favorable. Tne response of 
English newspapers acd a demand fur 
anpexation among the Colonies, espe 
cially in Nova Scotia, have encoureged 
a belief in the feasibility of the echeme 
if managed witb diplomatic tact ani. 
carefyl regard to Engtish honer, O' jec- 
tions to the possib.lity of ifs accom »iiah- 
meut, and doubts as tothe policy and 
safety of such an enlargement «f the 
Republic are strongly urged by individ- 
uals, but it is confidently asserted by 
others tbat public opinion is gradually 
settling in favor of our acceptance cf the 
Jaaadas, should they bs tendered by 
Great Britain, as the eures’ mode of har 
munizing interests and ending jealousies 
vetween the two countries, and affordiog 
a basis of permanent and cordiai peace.
